GOV. COLQUITT AT CHAUTAUQUA, 


From all accounts, both private and 
published, the reception and speech of 
our governor at Chautauqua last Thurs- 
day, were notable events. The local 
journal which gives in extenso the pro- 
ceedings of the day, speaks enthusiasti~ 
cally of what occurred, It says: “On 
these grounds two years ago we had 
the privilege of extending a reception 
to President Grant, at which time the 
camp was illuminated and ablaze with 
flags and alive with the greatest crowd 
of people which had ever assembled in 
Chautauqua county. A _ reception 
equally cordial and bearty greeted 
Gov. Colquitt yesterday. The crowd 
of people was not so large as 
when the president was with us, but 
we had from the governor one of the 
most appropriate and stirring speeches 
ever delivered upon these grounds, We 
do not believe that even in his own 
sunny south, he ever received in any 
place, or on any occasion, a more cor- 
dial greeting than saluted him yester- 
day. The cheers thundered forth, and 
rose and fell like the rising and falling 
of billows ; and the white handkerchiefs 
flittered inthe air, again and again, 
thick as the leaves of autumn.“ 

This is certainly high praise, but we 
think the reader, after perusing the 
governor’s remarks, will agree with us 
that it is not extravagant. We take this 
occasion to say, what we have long 
thonght, that of all the men in official 
station in the wide extent of our land, 
it would be difficult to name one 
who leads Governor Colquitt 
in wise and influential 
methods for impressing the public 
mind in behalf of peace, and practical 
ways for building up the best interests 
of the country. His public utterances 
on several recent occ?sions, elsewhere 
than at Chautauqua, have exhibited,in 
rare combination, political wisdom and 
Christian philosophy—qualities of 
which the need of the times demand 
the fullest exercise. 


GOVERNMENT NOTES OR BANK NOTES 


The phase of the financial question 
which will be found foremost at the 
coming session of congress is that which 
relates to the substitution of treasury 
currency of one kind or another for 
bank notes. it will be pressed as 
strongly this winter for final solution 
as was the remonetization of sil- 
ver last winter. The west and 
south are practically sold in favor of 
the proposed substitution, while the 
organs of the east bristle with articles 
in favor of the reteation without im- 
pairment of the national bank system. 
The lines are drawn, and the issue 
must be decided next winter. 

There is really no reason why the 
government should not save the inter- 
est on about 8350, 000, 000 of the national 
debt. It must be confessed by the 
strongest partizan of the bank system 
that it would be a good thing to reduce 
our annual interest charge; but it is 
claimed that the proposed change would 
lead to all sorts of trouble, embrace 
ing national dishonor” and “national 
bankruptcy.” This is all bosh. The 
government can cull in at any time 
without incuring a tinge of dishonor, 
the bank notes. If it should decide to 
callthem in gradually, say $10,000,- 
000 a month,—buying at the same time 
$10,000,000 of gold with greenbacks,— 
using the gold in turn to extinguish 
$10,000,000 of bonds—under such a pro- 
gramme or something similar there 
would be no monetary disturbance, no 
change in values, no national bank- 
ruptcy,and no shock to the nation’s sen- 
sitive honor, which is now supposed tu 
be in the exclusive keeping of the east. 
The substitution would be gradualand 
easily accomplished. 

While there is no practical obstacle in 
the way of reaching a saving of interest 
on nearly one-fifth of our bonded debt, 
there are several reasons why it should 
be brought about, that are not of a 
strictly economic nature. It would be 
a long step towards the breaking down 
of the money power which now rules 
this country and has ruled it over fif- 
teen years. When the national bank 
monopoly is deprived of the profits of 
circulation it will be so crippled that it 
will be possible for the people to re- 
move the unjust and unconstitutional 
tex that deprives the states of a power 
to say whether they will authorize 
the formation of banks or no. It may 
as well be put down as a fact that the 
peoyle will not be able to remove that 
tax until after they have crippled that 
wonderful and dangerous concentration 
of capital which the national bank sys 
tem has established. By appealing to 
the pockets of taxpayers, we may be 
able to call in the bank notes, when we 
would not beable to secure justice to 
the states in a repeal of the ten per 
cent tax. Senator Thurman puts the 
pocket argument very concisely :

A 
benefactor of the people, such as it is 
unde stocd to be, was eatitled to the 
frier dly regards of the Popular Science 
M: n.bly.” On ever ground it deserved 
commou jusiice. Yet it has had none 
of these. But if a reader is astonished 
at the course of the Monthly towards 
the Vanderbilt, and especially at the 
want of proposition between its enciie- 
ment and the incident, that ostensibiy 
aroused it to so high a pitch, the editor 
is significantly prompt to relieve his be- 
wildering surprise. The animus 
of the article is not due to the act «i 
the Vanderbilt in abolishing Dr, W. 
professorship. This is perfectly clear. 
Though plain enough that he has no 
good feeling towarus the V., yet the 
peculiar intensity of certain ideas and 
the distinct emphasis put on them, dis 
close en impuise far deeper than this 
issue of itself could have originated. 
The animosity has the air and tone of 
a chronic habit of thought and emo. 
tion. Nor does the editor disguise it. 
Without the least hesitancy he affirms 
that the controyersy between religion 
and science “goes down to the very 
roots of human belief.” The source of 
the warfare is in the “progressive natur. 
of acientific knowledge aud the fixed- 
ness of religious beliei.” 

According to this view,the controversy 
is not circumstantial but absolute. The 
progress of science will be the decay of 
religious belief. The more scieace, the 
less religion; and the question is not 
how they shall be received where they 
happen to differ, but the “only ques- 
tion is, whether religion will take its 
unyielding theology out of the way, or 
wait to have it crushed and cast aside 
These are bold words. The criticiem 
that might indignantly pronour ce them 
absurd and audacious, turns to compas 
sion andsorrow. We refer to them not 
to answer them. The heart of this voun- 
try, true to those majes:.c instincts that 
are an inward providence of thought 
and an ever-ready inspiration that 
echoes back the inspiration of Chris- 
tianity, will not fail to answer them. 
We only quote them now to prove our 
position, that the cause of this sharp 
attack does not lie in the occasion that 
called it forth. And we submit that a 
man holding such sentiments has ad- 
vertised his utter incompetency to deal 
fairly with the Vanderbilt. There is 
but one side to it, and that is his side. 
Not a hint is given that Christian 
thinkers have any rights. Not an ac- 
knowledgment is made that ‘the Chris- 
tian universities of this land have any 
functions which grow out of high aims 
and aspirations, Not a conjecture is 
even implied that the Vanderbilt has 
a defense to set up. Not a hope is 
hazarded that it may be abe to 
make good its position under the 
searchiug inquisition to which it has 
been so suddenly and so unprecedent- 
edly subject. Only one dreary privis« 
lege is allowed —a cowardly one a: that 
—the privilege of setting “out of the 
way” lest science crush“ it and cas“ 
it “aside.” Thoughout the conduc: of 
the discussion the clenched tenacity of 
the argument is never relaxed. The 
remorseless logic is true to itself, and 
well it may be, for it is true to nothing 
else. Like the unhappy Brutus, de- 
serted by reason and driven to call up 
the phantoms of fancy to justify his 
deed, the editor of the Monthly may 
take to his heart the famous soluoquy: 

“And, since the quarrel 
Will bear no color tor the tuing it is, 
Fasnion it thus. 

But we shall not follow this fashion. 
Though the Monthly“ has transferred 
the “quarrel” from the area of the Van- 
derbilt to the arena common to all 
christian education, and that, too, with 
a prodigious energy of assurance, we 
shail leave the gauntlet where he has 
flung it. Our task is to diecuss the act 
of tue Vanderbilt which has excited so 
much controversy. 

Alexander Winchell, LL. D., of Syra- 
cuse, New York, held a professorship 
in the V. U. of zoology, etc. Strictiy 
speaking, it was a lectureship, supple- 
mentary to Dr. Safford’s chair ot 
geology. To give its students 
extra advantages for the pursuit of si- 
ence, this distin, uished man was called 
to the university. He lectured for 
about three months each year. Every- 
thing went on smoothly till last winter, 
when Dr. W. published a pamphbles of 
filty p»ges on the Unity of Races. In 
it he teaches the theory of pre-Adamites, 
and that the whole group of the black 
races is sep rom Adam's race. 
Originating in an antiquity further 
back than Adam, the negro is an ipfe- 
rior type ot humanity, and cannot be- 
long to the Adamic family. 
Man, he argues, has a more 
remote origin than our Biblical chro- 
nology, a8 commonly understood, as- 
signs to him, and, furthermore, Bibli- 
cai criticism is wrong in maintaining 
that all the human race has deecended 
trom Adam. If we have made this 
doctrine a part of our faith, we are flatly 
told, that all such matters “ are to be 
settled by scientific investig tions, not 
by councils of the church,“ and, that 
“a corrupt faith puts reason and logic 
to shame.”

MAYOR ANGIER'S STATEMENT DISSENTED FROM. 

Nou saw Mayor Angier’s reply to Dr. Talia- 
ferro’s remarks at the meeting the other night ! 

“You mean about the cleanliness of our 

te?’ 

“Yes, air.“ 

“Ob, yes; Isaw that and was struck by it. 
Our mayor is a man of strong common sense 
and very efficient, but I was astonished at the 
remark. No one has ever claimed 
that cleanliness or  wuncleanliness 
of thoroughfares affect the health ef the 
city. I do not think they are extraordinarily 
clean—at any rate they are not clean enough to 
be creditatile to a city of Atlanta 's pretensions ‘ 
but they ate not filthy enough to generate dis 
ease. The cause of disease is not more remote, 
but it lies deeper. It consists in the foul volumes 
of gas exhaled from the sewers and in the fact 
that excrementitious matter is either deposited 
by the sewers or buried within the city limits.” 

THE INADEQUACY OF THE SEW ERAGE SYSTEM. 

Do you think, doctor, that our system of 
sewerage Can be made adequate?“ 

“Not by any means—not at all. I have been 
Opposed to the system from the first, but now 
that it seems to be the settled policy of the city 
authorities I have nothing to urge against it as 
far as it has gone. But the natural conditions 
tor an adequate sewerage system do not exist, 
and it cau never be successfully carried 
out. Unless, therefore, it is supplemented 
by some other system looking to the improve- 
ment of Our sanitary condition, I have not the 
leat doubt that our people will pay the penalty 
of neglect. Naturally, these i+ no upon the 
face of the earth a healtbier place than Atlanta, 
but it can only remain so ag long as the teach ; 
ings of sanitary law are followed. As matters 
stand, I have no objections to urge against the 
system of sewers which has been inaugurated, 
but even wiih that system fuily carried out, the 
grea, bulk of our peop'e will never experience 
any of ite advantages. Our topographical situ- 
ation is such hat at least nine-tenths of the 
inbabitants ol Atlanta can never, at least for 
many years to come, partake of the benefits of 
the system. Wecan 

NEVER HAVE YELLOW FEVER HERE, 
but in our present condition we are threatened 
with other diseases quite as fatal. An epidemie 
of cholera, of typhoid fever, of dysentery or of 
diphtheria is no lees to be feared in Atlanta than 
an epi.emic of yellow fever on the coast. 

WHAT SHOULD BE DONE. 

What method of ig@pruvement would you 
suggest, aocior?"’ 
In the fist place,“ replied Dr Logan, emiling, 
* we have no ordinance looking to the improve- 
Meut of our sanitary condition. I should there 
fore suggest, if any suggestion of mine had any 
‘weight with council, that an ordinance be im- 
mediately adopted providing for the removal of 
exGrementitious matter away from the city lim. 
s. The pr@visions of such an ordinance couid 
be carried out cheaply and effectively. This, 
With the unparalleled advantages for surface 
crainage which we possess, would insure us the 
healthicst city ia the world. Under such a con- 
dition of things, I should have no obj.ctions to 
our present sewerage system, but as loug as they 
are made the repository of excrement and other 
disease-producing matter that should be re 
moved beyond the city limits, we shall al- 
ways be threatened with an epidemic of dis- 
ease Nothing save the natural salubrity of 
our climate has protected us this far. As 1 have 
said, the topegraphical aituation of Atlanta 
docs not admit of an adequate sewerage system, 
but if poisonous matter can be kept out of the 
sewers by removal, no objection can be reason- 
ably raised against them, but as long as they

Griffin’s first baleof this year’s cot~« 
ton crop mgaised on the farm of Mr E B Stanley, at 
Flat Shoals, in Merriwether county, and sold to 
Messrs Rnea & Boyd of that city, at 1644 cents 
per pound, was shipped w Atlanta and arrived 
yesterday consigned o Messrs Langston & 
Crane. 

Shortly after its arrival here the bale was sold 
at public outcry in from ot their warehouse on 
Pryor street, for 11 cents. 

THE BALE WéS PURCHASED 
by R H Louis, a cottonmerchant of Griffin, who 
was in our city and attended the sale. 
The cotton was clased middling. The bale 
weighed 400 pounds. Yesterday afternoon tne 
new bale was shipped to Baltimore by the pas 
senger train of the Atigata and Charlotte Air- 
Line, which has kindly consented to t-ansport 
it to Baltimore free of charge While the bale 
was in the passenger depot yesterday awaiting 
to be loaded on the trala it was the 
CENTRE OF MUCH ATTRACTION 
and was eXamined bya large number of the 
passengers who were awaiting the departure of 
thetrain, This, we believe, is the first bale of 
the new crop shipped north by the 
Air-Line road the present year, and is 
the forerunner of many thousands bales that 
will go to northern markets by the same line.

BREEDING Cas: POOLS, 
and the mouth of every sewer would give to the 
wind tlie most deadly gases. No, sir,” continu-~ 
ed Dr. Logan emphatically; “what we want is 
anordinance providing for the entire removal of 
all excrementitious ‘matter beyond the city um- 
lis. Water-clos.is should be provided with 
movable boxes, and the individual should be 
made to bear apart of the responsibiliiy. He 
should be made to use such disinfectants as clay 
or coal ashes. I am of the opinion that the ac- 
cumulations of excrement thus removed could 
be made a source ot revenue 
to the city. There are pler ty of en- 
terprising truck farmers whe would be glad to 
purchase it as fertilizing material. 

48 TO SURFACE DRAINAGE. 

Ton spoke just now, doctor, of surface drain- 
age.’ 
es, but you must not confound drains with 
sewers, We have every facility for surface drain- 
age, but comparatively no facilities for sewerage. 
The pipes already laid may serve a good purpose 
in carrying away the soiled water of the city» 
but they should be entirely disconnected from 
the water-closets. If this is not done they will 
prove the most unsatisfaciory sanitary experis 
ments ever made. By absorption, infiltration 
and exhalation the soil of all portions of the city 
where they penetrate will become a perfect hot- 
bed of disease.“ 


THE EEMOVAL OF EXOREMENT 
Do you think the removal of excrement could 
be effected more cheaply than the completion of 
our system of sewers?’ 
“Undoubtedly. 1 hatis one of its great advan» 
tages. As was stated in the report of the sanitary [ 
com mission made to council in 1876, the remo- 
val process settles the question of salubrity 
without forcing us to emvark in the ooflstruc- 
tion of the complete system of sewers tbat may 
cost thousands of doliars and in the end prove 
worse than inadc quate to the great bulk of our 
population. In Paris, one cart, carrying twelve 
tubs, makes two trips a day’to a point of five 
miles out of town, and thus serves four thou- 
sand people. The trouble and expense would 
be but a small matter, eye. if wholly assumed 
hy the city, but each citizen should be made to 
pay a ama ll fixed fee and compelied by a sanita- 
ry ordinance to provide such disinfectants as are 
needed im the intervals of cleaning. Iam clear 
in my own mind that we shall be continaualiy 
threawoned with the most fatal forms Of disease, 
until our present system of sewerage is supple. 
mented by some pian that,will disconnect 
and excre-
